The 1983-84 school year began on 
Monday and Osburn reported he was 
expecting 1,400 students to be enrolled 
in grades K through 12, The number is 
a slight increase, due to an increase in 
elementary school population. 

The new school year also brought 
new classes to Elba High and the 
implimentation of the new State Testing 
program, 

The most publicized new class with 
be centered around 10 micro- 
computers. Classes in Introduction to 
Computer Science will be available to 
seniors, while Basic Programming and 
Word Processing will be included in the 
basic curriculum offered in Business 
Officer Procedures, taught to students 
in grades 10-12. 

A Basic Skills Remediation Program 
should provide aid to marginal students 
needed help in the basic skills of 
reading and math. The program will 


include instruction in small classes, 
giving students more _ personal 
attention, 


All juniors will be required to take 
the Alabama High School Graduation 
Examination in October, while those 
who don't pass will have three addi- 
tional chances to take the exam prior to 
the graduation of the class. The test 
will be given again in the spring to 
students who fail the exam, and it will 
also be given twice during the 1984-85 
school term. Students who don't pass 
the test will receive special remedial aid 
prior to the next testing date.

In the previous article, it 
was depicted how the 
alcoholic arrives at the 
chronic phase of alcoholism. 
This is the bottom. It is too 
late for him to control or 
modify his drinking. He is 
completely powerless over 
alcohol and his life is 
completely unmanageable. 
He cannot go on much 
longer. There is physical 
deterioration and he is 
susceptible to other diseases 
and alcoholic+ complications 
such as gastritis, delerium 
tremens, and liver dysfunc- 
tions. He has a complete 
breakdown in his social rela- 
tionship with his family and 
others There is 
considerable mental deterio- 
ration and confusion, 

His binges become longer 
and more frequent. Now he 
drinks fer several days, com- 
pletely helpless. There is 
utter disregard for family, 
job, everything. The binge 
may leave him a shaking, 
frightened, guiltridden con- 
dition, ‘Never again'’ - he 
promises But it happens 
again. and again, and again. 

There is a complete 
breakdown of his ethics and 
morals. Until now, he may 
have been able to maintain 
some semblance of ethics. At 
this point, there is a 
complete ethical breakdown 
He is so dependent on 
alcohol that he will lie, 
borrow or steal in order to 
maintain his supply — of 
alcohol 

He becomes paralogic. At 
this point the person with 
alcoholism feels that every- 
one is watching him, talking 
about him, even plotting to 
have him committed to some 
institution. He is a victim of 
circumstances over which he 
feels he has no control

ments and 
develop. He becomes 
jealous of everyone: of 
friends, of fellow workers, of 
neighbors of his family, 
With a male alcoholic, there 
is usually a loss of sexual 
desire at this stage, and, as a 
result he may be jealous oft 
his wife, suspecting that she 
is having affairs with other 
men, as an outgrowth of his 
inability to perform as a 
marital partner. 

He starts using alcoholic 
beverage substitutes. If he 
can't get beer, wine or 
whiskey he may settle for 
shaving lotion, canned heat, 
cough syrup or anything with 
alcohol in it. . 

At this tifne, he under- 
goes a marked decrease in 


jealousies 


alcohol tolerance. Because 
of the physical deteriora- 
tion, drinking smaller 


amounts of alcohol will result 
in a high degree of blood 
alcohol concentration than in 
the past. He gets drunk on 
smaller amounts of alcohol, 
half of what it formerly took 
to get him intoxicated. 

He is beseiged with in- 
definable fears. Previously, 
his fears related in some way 
to reality. Now he is fear 
ful of crossing the street, 
dark rooms, of all kinds of 
things in no way related to 
reality. He is frightened by 
nameless fears which he 
cannot remove. He feels a 
sense of impending doom 
and destruction, 

Tremors and _— shakes 
become uncontrollable. This 
isn't the first time he has 
experienced the shakes. But 
before he could control them 
with the ingestion of more 
alcohol. Now the tremors are 
more pronounced, and 
alcohol has little or no effect 
in quieting them. He drinks 
and shakes. and he shakes 
and drinks 

His motor coordination is 


severely affected At this 
point, a phenomena occurs in 
which he loses much of his 
motor coordination He is 


unable to tie his shoes 
button his shirt. or wind his 


watch until he Steadies 
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himself"’ with a few drinks. 
Even with the crutch of 
alcohol, he will soon reach 
the point where his legs and 
arms will not respond auto- 
matically to the desires of the 
mind, 

In a last ditch effort, he 
will try religion. All else has 
failed, and at this point, he 
may turn to God. The reality 
of his problem has come 
home. He becomes 
desperate. Perhaps God can 
help. He may not ask God to 
help remove the desire for 
alcohol. His plea may well 
be for God to help him 
manage his drinking, to help 
him keep those drinks down 
at a time when his entire 
being is nearly destroyed 
from the addiction. 

Finally the vicious circle 
begins. He has run the 
gamut. He begins by being 
down in the dumps. He 
takes a drink to perk up. 
Shortly, he is back down in 
the dumps again. He gets 
sick, drinks to feel better, 
becomes ill again. Around 
and around he goes. He is 
just drinking for the sake of 
drinking, drinking to Stay 
alive. 

No longer.can he make 
excuses for himself. Nor can 
he put the blame on others. 
He may accept the fact of his 
powerlessness. He can no 
longer deceive himself. ‘‘I 
need help and I want help!"’ 
This is ‘‘surrender’’. 

At this stage, there 
appear to be three choices: 

(1) He can accept help in 
order to give up alcohol and 
begin his recovery from 
alcoholism, or 

(2) he can continue to 
ingest alcohol and deterio- 
rate to becoming a can 
didate for instructional care 
or 

(3) he can continue drink 
ing pathologically and die a 
premature death in a 
alcoholic stupor 

Of these the first is 
obviously the most desirable 
When he finally surrenders, 
then he can be helped. How 
this is done and the road to 
recovery will be portrayed in 
tuture articles. There is help 
and there is hope for the 
alcoholic as 


himself

WHEN YOUR’RE TOO 


SENSITIVE a 
Are you too sensitive? Do 


you know someone who has 
this problem? 

Several years ago I was 
standing at the front door of 
the church greeting people 
as they left the Sunday 
morning worship — service. 
One man, a leader in that 
church, approached me and 
said, ‘‘Preacher, I liked your 
sermon, I enjoyed it, but the 
only problem is I have a book! 
at home with every word of 
your sermon it it.’’ When he 
said that I could feel the 
blood running up the back of 
my neck. So I replied, ‘‘Sir, I 
have you to know that’s not 
true. There’s no way you 
could have a book with my 
sermon in it unless someone 
copied it because that's my 
sermon.’’ He said, ‘‘Wait, 
wait a minute. I didn’t know 
you were so sensitive. The 
book I referred to is 
Webster's Unabridged 
Dictionary!’’ That was the 
first time that I knew 1 was 
too sensitive. 

Since that time I have 
discovered that this is true of 
most of us. We can repeat 
that little limerick ‘‘sticks 
and stones can hurt my 
bones but words never harm 
me.’’ But it’s not really so. 
We are too sensitive to what 
other people think and say 
and do. There is a tendency 
to see in what others say and 
do a subtle innuendo which 
needs to be translated or 
decoded and which we 
always expect to hurt us. 

It is a part of our 
humaness that all of us share 
this common sin _ of 
ultrasensitivity. It is one not 
only of which we ought to be 
aware but one which we 
ought to correct and the 
Christian faith enables us to 
do so. The cause of our

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hypersensitivity is our 
insecurity. Insecurity means 
that there is too much of self 
and not enough of Christ in 
one’s life. The cure is to take 
upon ourselves the kind of 
security that comes through 
a personal relationship with 
the Lord Jesus. 

How can we work through 
this problem of being too 
sensitive? 


LISTEN AND LEARN 

If it’s true what they say, 
listen and learn from it. 
Someone once said, ‘‘If a 
person does not have a sense 
of self-acceptance, he cannot 
live with himself. If he does 
not have self-criticism, 
others cannot live with him.’’ 
We must learn to see 
ourselves introspectively and 
to be .able to criticize 
ourselves. The way to do that 
is to listen and learn. 

In the counseling 
ministry there is a term that 
is used frequently call 
‘“‘openness."’ It means a 
receptivity to what others say 
or think with no regard to 
whether it is right or wrong 
so that one can hear and 
listen and receive and 
thereby evaluate effectively, 
nondefensively -  non- 
judgementally. That is 
necessary if we are to 
overcome our hypersensi- 
tively. 

Mahatma Ghandi said, 
“Throughout my life I have 
gained more from my critics 
than from my friends; 
especially when the 
criticism was made in a 
courteous and friendly 
manner.’’ Can you say the 
same thing? i it’s true, 
listen and learn and thereby 
overcome your sensitivity. 


IGNORE AND FORGET IT 
Conversely, if it’s untrue 
ignore and forget. This is 


difficult to do. We have a 
tendency to let things stick in 
us and we carry hurts, 
bitterness, disagreement 
around far too long. 
Criticisms, slight innuendos 
that condemn us keep 
popping up long after they 
should have been buried and 
forgotten. 

Sometimes it seems as if 
we don't want to practice 
forgiveness like Jesus told us 
to do. To forgive and forget is 
vital if we are to work on 
being too sensitive. Surely it 
was a wise soul who wrote, 
“Many a trouble would 
burst like a bubble and into 
the waters of levy depart; did 
we not rehearse it and 
tenderly nurse it and give it a 
place in our heart.’’ 

Paul the great Apostle 
wrote, ‘‘...forgetting those 
things that are behind...”’ 
Remember that Paul was 
once Saul, the persecutor of 
Christians, who probably 
participated in the stoning of 
the first Christian martyr- 
Stephen. Paul finally came to 
realize that this was holding 
him back from living the 
Christian Life fully. So he 
came forth with that 
magnificent insight: 
‘Forgetting those things 
which are behind, I press 
toward the mark of the prize 
of the high calling of God in 
Christ Jesus.’’ The 
implication is clear. Life 
demands some forgetting. 

It has been said, ‘‘Life 
cannot go on without much 
forgetting.’’ Della Wheeler 
Wilcox has in one of her 
poems this unforgettable 
line: ‘‘All those yesterdays 
there let them sleep."’ If it's 
untrue ignore it and forget. 


JUDGE YOURSELF BY 
GOD’S STANDARDS 


This final Suggestion 
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learn to judge yourself by 
God’s standard and not by 
what other ople say or 
think or do. There is no other 
judgement in life except the 
judgement of God. It was 
Emerson who said, ‘‘What I 
must do is all that concerns 
me, not what other people 
think.’’ That squares with 
the basic understanding of 
the New Testament that ali 
that matters in life is how 
measure up to the standards 
of God as revealed in Jesus 
Christ. 

God has given each of us 
the right to be the lord of our 
own feelings and emotions 
We can exercise that God- 
given privilege or we can 
allow someone else to control 
for us that which is actually 
our’s and our’s alone. To do 
that, however, is freedom 
and relief and a great way to 
not be too sensitive. 


As Rudyard Kipling wrote: 


And only the Master shali 
praise us, 

And only the Master shall 
blame, 

And no one shall work foi 
money, 

And no one shall work for 
fame; 

But each for the joy of 
working, 

And each in his separate 
star, 

Shall draw the thing as he 
Sees it, 

For the God of things as they 
are

BLACK HISTORY 

The ‘‘Hell Fighters’’ 
from Harlem, honored by the 
French and respected by the 
Germans, the all-Black 369th 
Infantry Regiment from 
Harlem’s streets and other 
New York City neighbor- 
hoods, was one of the top 
fighting units in World War 
I, France recognized the 
valor of the entire regiment 
by presenting it with the 
Croix deGuerre, a high 
French military award. 

The unit earned its award 
after a grueling 191 days on 
the front lines. While at the 
front, the unit repulsed 
German attacks, captured 
the towns of Ripont and 
Sechault, and fought in the 
woods of Petit Rosiere. By 
the time it ended its six- 
month tour on the front, the 
regiment had been under fire 
longer than any other 
American unit and had never 
retreated. It was also the 
first allied unit to reach the 
Rhine River. 

Impressed by their 
opponents, the Germans 
nicknamed the black unit 
“The Hellfighters."’ Two 
soldiers who deserved that 
nickname were privates 
Henry Johnson and 
Needham Roberts. When a 
band of Germans attacked 
while they were on guard 
duty, they countered the 
attack with guns, grenades 
and knives, forcing the 
Germans to retreat. Johnson 
and Roberts received the 
Croix deGuerre for their 
action. 

Part of the 369th became 
famous for its music and not 
its combat ability. The 369th 
Regimental Band, led by Lt. 
James Reese Europe, 
entertained American and 
French troops in hospitals 
throughout France. For 
many French people, the 
band's music was their first 
exposure to jazz and they 
loved it. 

The 369th Infantry 
Regiment thus distinguished 
itself in many ways while 
contributing to the allies’ 
cause in World War 1; and 
today’s 369th Transportation 
Battalion, New York Army 
National Guard, carries on 
the tradition of the gallant 
‘‘Hellfighters”’ of yesterday.
